Testimony in Abernathy In-
vestigation Conclusive
of Self-Murder

That A. Abernathy eame to his death
by a gunshot wound in the head, self
inflicted with suieidal intent, was the
verdiet of the coroner’s jury which yes-
terday investigated the unfortunate
end of the well known rancher,

This jury,, made up of James Light
foot, Tip Henderson. I, L. Henderson,
J. Thornton Price, J. P, Shafer and A
W, Seffel, went into the details
rounding Abernathy’s death very care-
fully and it was the upanimous verdict
that the bullet wound in the head was
self inflicted. .

The testimony of Paul Whalen, who
claims to have been just outside the
house when the fatal shot was fired, was
verified by the gtatements of Wong Yet
and Woo Kong, two Chinesp who hud
leased the ranch from Abernathy, They
stated that they saw Whalen oytside
the house when they heard the shot
fited and that they accompanicd him in-
to the house.

As far ns is known, Abernathy leaves
no relatives in thiy part of the ecountry,
although it is suid thut he hus relatives
in Ireland, who will probably  take
vharge of the estate, valowed
thongand dollars.
